tors of moral and criminal laws. 
This new’ development in the 
French 
underground 
campaign 
has been made necessary by the 
disrepute into which the French 
Vichy 
police 
have 
fallen. 
The 
common man in France today has 
lost confidence in a force which 
has shown itself increasingly un­ 
able to deal 
with the wave 
of 
crime set off in France by the 
scarcity of 
food, 
clothes 
and 
money caused by the German oc­ 
cupation. 
One of the most startling phases 
of this new development of the 
Partisan organizations is that the 
“ Men of the M aquis” — French pa­ 
triots who have 
taken 
to the 
woods to fight the Vichy 
colla­ 
borationists— execute 
summary 
justice on any woman found as­ 
sociating 
with 
Nazi 
occupation 
troops. 
The punishment is varied to fit 
the case. The most usual punish­ 
ment for an unmarried girl known 
to be friendly with German sol­ 
diers is for her to be kidnapped 
by a terrorist band from the M a­ 
quis. have her head half shaved 
and then be turned loose in the 
streets of her home town as an 
object of scorn. 
A married woman will have all 
the hair shaved 
off her 
head, 
while women whose husbands are 
war prisoners in Germany often 
are sentenced to death bv a firing 
squad and tin* bodies left 
with 
w irning card®

breast. 
The hair shaving 
sentence is 
t!-o frequently carried out on wo­ 
men who have husbands in w i** 
P i-nu camps for too friendly re ; Germ

such cases execution of the sen­ 
tence is usually delayed until the 
well-organized underground 
has 
been able to communicate 
with 
the husband and obtain his ap­ 
proval, which is generally forth­ 
coming. 
Another phase of the Terrorist 
Partisans’ efforts to hold French 
patriotism up to the mark 
are 
their executions of crim inals pos­ 
ing as Partisans.

ing ordinary crimes as the work 
of the Partisans. 
To combat this, the “ .'ten of the

In some cases 
they have even 
raided 
French 
prisons and 
wrested

from the French police who were 
holding them. 
In one village of eastern France 
some weeks ago two 
crim inals 
posing as Partisan* 
were taken 
from the village jail, carried into 
the main square and shot. 
The 
process was repeated a few days 
later in another village. 
These 
executions 
serve 
the 
double purpose of warning off real 
crim inals from 
posing as 
P a rti­ 
sans and of convincing the French 
people that the Partisans are real 
patriots, determined to rn ’n?, in 
law and order in the new France 
which they hope to create after 
the United Nations victory 
As a consequence. French con­ 
fidence in the Partisan movement 
is growing. More youths, particul­ 
arly those seeking to avoid forced 
labor service in Germany, are tak ­ 
ing to the Maquis 
Goopeiation 
between Frenchmen 
in the v il­ 
lages and towns and those in 
the 
Maquis is growing 
A year and a half ago 
when

Maquis 
organization* 
were starting in the French Alps 
near the Swiss frontier, the whole 
movement was looked upon by the 
average Frenchman a* inst a cliv­ 
er for illegal activities.
